ARCHBISHOP TACHE WRITES. 
Lo Cavada’s Strictures Replied To—Can~ 
ada atthe Midwinter air, 


Orrawa, Feb, 1,—The French Grit organ 
here, Lo Canada, jast night published the first 
instalment of a letter from Archbishop Tache 
in reply to a series of articles which havo ap- 
peared in Le Cavada on the action of the 
Dominion Government ib uot carrying out 
towards Manitoba the policy laid down by 
Sir George Cartier) When the (province 
was formed. Le Caviada said that Sir 
George Cartier intended Manitoba to boa 
French province, but Archbishop Tache by 
his pon discouraged tho migration of 
French-Canadians from Quebec to the 
Northwest, As a consequence it bas become 
Protestant and English, 

Itis in regard to this latter statement 
more than the strictures as to the policy of the 
Government agaiost which the Arobbisbop 
sets out to defond himself. Ho says that Le 
Canada falsifos history in its articles, for 
instead of stopping emigration into the terri- 
tories bo baa dono all that he could to bring 
French-Canadians there, 

The Departuent of the Ioterior bas re- 
cvived from Mr, Auderson, who bas charge 
of the oxbibit of the department at the mid- 
winter exbibitiou at San Francisco, a letter 
dated 24th inst, in which he says that tho 
exbibition is in a very backward state oving 
tothe heavy rains haying interfered with 
building operations. The agricultural 
buildiug, iu which the grain ex- 
hibit of the Northwest was to 
be displayed, was scarcely Labitable whoo 
Mr. Anderson wrote, and he says it will be 
at least threo weeks before the exhibition is 
in good running order.

The inland revenues for the fiscal year 
1893 amounted to €8,520,230, as ogalnst 
$8,076,526 in 1892, and $6,905,006 In 1891. 
Tho greater part of the Increase came from 
tho highor dutles on malt and tobacco, In 
1891, malt pald $591,399; {n 1892 {b pald 
$1,008,130. In 1891 tobacco pald $1,926,- 
987 ; in 1892 ib pald $2,446,130, Thus the 
Increased duties on these two artliclusgave 
the Government about # million dollars. 
Spirits taken from warehouse for conaump- 
tlon during the year amounted to 2,781,- 
896 proof gallons, or rather more than half 
gallos for each man, woman and obild {n 
the Dominion, The revenue accrued from 
spirits amounted to $4,142,057. Tho con- 
sumption of domestic and Imported spirits 
daring the year was .74 of » gallon per head 
of the population, against an average con- 
sumptlou of 1.12 gallons slnoe Oonfedera- 
tlon, Thue, the consumption of spirits has 
greatly fallon off. On the other hand, the 
consumption of malt Iquors has greatly 
{noreased. Last year the average was 3.485 
gallons per head, against an average of 2.768 
gallons in 1867, For spirits, beor, wine 
snd tobacco, the people pald In exclee or 
custome duties last year $2,21 per head, or 
more than one-third of all the taxes pald 
to the Dominion Government. 

For tho 3,866,965 gallons of epirita made 
during the year, there wore used 8,059,087 
pounds of malt, 49,861,784 pounds of Indian 
corn, 9,883,545 pounds of rye, and small 
quantities each of wheat, oats and barley.

Tho Japses 
in the twelve straight Hne iueuravce Oana- 
dian compa for the yeor 1892 were 
$9,804,419 all companies came In for 
about the same vory largo proportion of 
lapees. 

Now, lt ls well known thst a large number 
of our most deserving brobher Orangemen 
are poor mon, who will jolu this soclery be- 
causo it fs under the patronsge of so re- 
speotable an tns‘itation as the O.G.L. of 
British America, and mavy of these will 
cheerfully doprive themselves of many of 
the comforts of life that they may leave a 
$1000 to thelr families for thelr comfort 
when they themselves are no more in this 
life. Bat o time comes whon perha) 
after he has pald premlams for many y 
Into the funds of this auclety, when his 
health falls or his wife or his chi'dren may 
be alck, or he may be ont of emp!oyment, 
or his employ er may not be able to pay bim 
his wages jast when it is wanted to psy a 
promium. A few dsys pass and a lapse 
fs doclared and this poor, honest and de- 
serving brother has bis name ecored from

substantially, though a little promaturely, 
told the troth. 

Tho loadorgof both parties are not decoiv- 
ing themselves, Balfour's speech last night 
warned his followers that they must be 
ready for dissolution at a moment's notice. 
As © matter of fact, when Gladstone 
was dictating his poculiar reply to ‘the 
enquiries to Barritz on Wednesday evening 
the Liberal leaders at their headquarters 
in London were proparing a private circular 
fo election agents notifying them to make 
every preparation fora campaign in viow of 
an carly appeal to the country. These cir- 
culars were distributed yesterday. Tho 
poribioal world is, therefore, in great con- 
‘uuion, 

The GO.M, Made a Similar Denial Before 


It has boon recalled that Mr. Gladstone 
made a remarkably similar form of “denial” 
when the premature announcement was 
made in Doc., 1885, that he had become a 
convert to Home Rule, yet within six 
weoks he was forming & Home Rule 
Cabinet.

Doos Not intend To Resign, 
Say So. 
Harold Frederic cables: Gladatone has no 
more real design of retiring than the Queen 
has, though, with characteristic curiosity, 
he cannot say so even now, but dictated a 
tortuous denial as full of loopholes as a 
rabbit warren. Anybody who supposes 
that Gladstone would select such an occa- 
sion for retiring to a monastery is too 
simple-miaoded for this rude world. 


But Can't 


The Pall Mali'« Pinusible story. 

George W. Smalley cables: It is not 
known on what authority The Pall Mall 
Gazette let fly the rumor of Mr. Gladstone's 
resignation, nor wouldit matter bad Mr. 
Gladstone's telegraphed donial from Biarritz 
stopped short at the word “untrue.” What 
follows does in a measure lend plausibility 
toastory which wus probably don 
nothing but the known and now admitted 
fact that Mr. Gladstone's physical condi- 
Vion is not quite what it was. 

The story, though discredited and disbe- 
lieved, spread « panic among his followers, 
What, then, muat be their feelings on hear- 
ing from their leader himself that he has 
been considering the probable necessity of 
resigning, that his age and the condition of 
his sight and heacing having for months 

been such that make relief from public 
cares desirab!o. 

Mr. Gladstone's general health and his 
vitality are little short of miraculous. 
Still, for the leadership of the House of 
Commons, and especially for purposes of 
debate, good hearing is desirable, and his 
hearing ia no longer good. He does not 
always collect with entire accuracy what 
is anid, and therefore docs not always moet 
the points raised, 

There is a graver matter, and that is the 
condition of the eyesight. 

Mr. Gladstone sent for Dr, Granger of 
Chester, a physician who ia also an oculist. 
Tt was Dr, Granger who attended him at 
the time when tho gingerbread nut was 
thrown at him and struck and slightly in- 
jored ove eye. Ho saw him at his house in 
Downing-street the day before he started. 
He told Mr. Gladstone, not, I suppose, for 
tho first time, that a cataract had entirely 
obliterated the sight of one eye and that 
another cataract had begun to form on the 
other eye. ‘This lust statement was perhaps 
new to the Prime Minister. He reflected a 
moment and said; “I wish you to remove 
the cataractat once.” Dr. Granger told him 
it was not yot far enough advanced for an 
Operation, 

“You do not understand me,” replied his 
illustrious patient, “It ivthe old cataract 
L wish removed, If that is out of the way 
still shall have one good eyo when the 
new cataract impairs the sight of the 
other.” 

Dr, Granger hesitated. 

Mr. Gladstone continued: ‘*Youatill scem 
to not understand me, 1 want you to per- 
form the operation here and now while 1 
am sitting in this chair,” 

Dr. Granger still objected, 
might not be successful,” said he. 
“That is a risk 1 accept,” re- 
torted the gallant old man. In the end Dr. 
Granger, saying that the responsibility 
must be his as a medical man, declined, giv- 
ing such reasons a8 he could. The true 
reason probably was that such an operation 
on o patient of Mr. Gladstone's age wus too 
dangerous, It was not performed. But 
what could be more admirable than the 
courage and resolution he showed ? 

Unfounded though The Pall Mall Gazette 
story be, the political effect of it is con- 
siderable, 

Its offect on the Gladstonian party is not 
uniform. Tho Anti-Parnellite Irish 
received it, though incredulous 
sage fraught with sorrow, apprehension 
and misgiving. These ore Tay P.’s' 
words. Tho rank and file heard it with 
horror, since it would precipitate a dissolu 
tion and general election. 

The Radicals bore up better than any 
body else, Mr. Gladstone to them is an 
obstacle, They recognize his usefulness in 
holding tho party together, but are perfeot- 
ly aware that their aims and his, their 
views and his, brave little in commou, 
nevertheloss they would regret to aco him 
disappear at o moment when a general 
eleotion without him as leador and without 
his name to work miracles in the constituen 
cies would probably moan disaster. But 
all these sections of the party aro for the 
firat time brought face to face with this 
possibility and they all recoil from the 
prospect. 

The Conservative comment on the news 
may be summed up in the sentence, ‘too 
good to be true;” nevertheless, tho w 
considerations which have brought d may 
to the good Gladstoniau have brought 
comfort to the Conservative, Ho may not 
pat feith in Mr, Gladstone's express 
doclaration that he may resign “at any 
moment.” He asks himuolf why, unless

SEALING METHODS OF 15 YEARS AGU 


Regulations Similar to Those of the Varia 


Tribunnd Recommended in 1880, 


Orrawa, Feb. 5.—Aftor the cry raisod 
by the British Columbia sealers about the 
injury likely to be done to their Lusiness 
by Ue regulations adopted by the Behring 
Sea arbitrators, and especially the abolition 
of the use of firearms, it is curious tn look 
back at some of the old reports on Bebring 
Sea sealing and see how some of the present 
regulations agree with the method of seal- 
ing 12 or 15 yeurs ago. 

In 1880, when only 
vessels from Britian 
engaged in tho business, Mr. A. C. 
Anderson, Dominion Fisheries Inspoctor at 
Victoria, suggested a series of regulations 
very similar to those adopted by the Paris 
Tribuusl, At that time the custom was for 
the sealing schoonera to take on board all 
the way from 10 to 20 canoes manned by 
Indian hunters ongaged at various points 
along the west coast of Vancouver Island, 
two Indians to each canoe. Arriving upou 
the sealing grounds, these canoos were 
launched and the hunters embarked and 
noisclessly approached the seal herds, and 
the process of catching is thus described; 

“Phe animals,” Mr. Anderson'a report 
saya ‘ace speared while sleeping on the 
surface, a line being attached tothe head 
of the spear from which the shaft disen 
Rages itself as soon as the prey is caught 
Much caution is necessary to avoid alurm 
ing the main body of the seals, and it is 
found that the firing of guns oapecially 
causes their immediate change of locality 
and if persisted in soon drives thom away 
from their wonted resorts,” 

Tho sestion of Mp. Anderson's proposed 
regulation which béars upon the method 
of catching seals reads o# follows 
“That any  yeasel 80 engaging 
in the fur seal fishery shall 
be bound not to employ firearms for the 
destruction of the fur seals in their estab 
lishe:l resorts, nor otherwise disturb thent 
by unneconsarily firing while in the vicinity 
of such sealing rounds.” 

Tho inspector way very particular, how: 
ever, toinsiat that regulations which he 
suggested wero not reudored necessary by 
Any prospeot of depletion of the seal herds, 
because he found that “the supply of soals 
4ppears to bo practically inoxbauatible, pro 
vided only ordinary prudence be ox 
ercisod.”

As Vaillant appeared outside the prison 
wearing only a shirt and trousers every- 
body bared their heads and tho troops pre- 
sented arma Lo salute him who was looked 
upon as already doad, Vaillant advanced 
steidily until the guillotine was reached, 
when ho sprang forward a little to shout, 
‘Death to the Bourgeoisie!” “Long lives 
Auarchy!” Aw he shouted his Inst cry his 
voice resounded -over the whole square. 
When he had finished ho was about three 
yards from the plank on which his body was 
to be fastened. It has been customary for 
the executioners to push the condemned 
criminals againat this plank, but as Vaillant 
reached it he sprang forward and placed 
himself againat it, The plank dropped, 
and in a shorter time than it takes to write 
it, Vaillant’s beck slipped under the glisten- 
ing knife, and the momens he was in posi- 
tion, Diebler touched the spring. There 
was a flush and tho heavy blade descended, 
and then th» spectators saw a head and 
a bleeding stump of a neck drop into tho 
basket. 

Between tho time of Véillant’s arrival 
and the closing of the baskets containing 
his remains scarcely more than 20 seconds 
elapsed.

Chanler’s African Expedition, 

Viessa, Feb -6,—Lieut yon Hohenl, who 
was with William Astor Chanler’s expedi- 
tion in East Africa for some tins, has ar- 
rived here. He says he does not know 
what effect the desertion of Chanler’s port- 
ers had upon the expedition. He considers 
Chanler an emineutly compatent leader, 

William Astor Chagler isa well-known 
young American, son of the late John Wia: 
throp Chanler, and grandson of the famous 
Sam Ward. Mr, Chanler started on his 
African expedition in June, 1892, 
acedmpanied by Lieutenant Hernel of 
the Austrian navy, who bad already 
traveled in Africa with Count Toloki and 
by a cacavan of 200 rifles. George Galwin, 
Mr. Chaoler’s servant, 18 the only other 
white man in the expedition, He comes 
trom the home of the Chanlers on the Hud- 
son River. Tho objects of the expedition 
were parely scientific aud the equipment 
wus first-class, Among bis appliances Mr, 
Chanler had a long-distance photographic 
machine, The expedition started from 
Tamu up the Tana River. 

It was tho intention to rest for some 
weeks at the suow-topped mountain of 
Kenia, whore the expedition would take 
careful aud accurate astronomical o)serva- 
tions. After a thorough exploration of the 
mountain to its summit, if possible, it was 
intended to plunge into the comparatively 
unknown region east of Rudolph Lake, 
This has been contidered dangerous ground 
for Europeans. It was thoie that Baron

A Bank President shoots an Insurance 
Man In Ohattanovga, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn, Feb. 6,—G, N. 
Henson, President of the Citizens’ Bank, 
and treasurer of the county, also of the 
Rookwood and Tullahoma Bank, shot and 
killed J, B, Wort, a prominent insurance 
map, oged 50, married, and the father of 
six children, in an elevator of the Richard- 
son Block, the largest office building 
in the city yesterday afternoon. Some 
six’ months ago Mr. Henson ep- 
vered oa divorce suit against tho 

The sensation was aired at leogth in the 
newspapers, both men publishing cards call- 
ing each other liars, etc. The case did not 
go to trial, Hensen withdrawing the suit on 
account of his wife and his two children, 
Mr. Wert, however, was tried by a church 
council and by a vote of 5 to 2 pronounced 
guilty and publicly expelled.

Hon, A. 8. Hardy, who was present, en 
dorsed this declaration, and said that it em- 
braced tbe united opinion of all the mom- 
bers of the Cabinet who wero in town, 

‘The prohibitionists grooted the aonounce- 
ment with wild applause 

It was 5 o'clock when the delogation, 
which comprised nearly 100 prominent men 
and women of the temperance movement, 
reached the Parliament Buildings. They 
filled. the members’ recoption room and 
waited for the appoarance of Sir Oliver. 
Their mission was to present to him this 
resolution : 

Resolved, That a deputation be appointed 
to wait forthwith upon the Ontario Govern— 
mont and respectfully request them to de- 
clare in favor of the total prohibition of the 
trattic fo dutoxicating liquor to the full ex- 
tent of the power vested in the Legislature. 


The deputation was chosgn by fhe con- 
vention, 

The Cabinet members’ were ‘in covncil 
and the deputation waited uneasily for their 
appearance, Feoble attompts were made at 
jests, but they fell rather flat. Tha deputa- 
tion were not at all sure of the result of 
their mission and talked as if in suspense. 

When Sir Oliver Mowat, followed by the 
Hon. Messra. Dryden, Hardy, Ross and 
Harcourt entered, the deputation rose and 
greeted them with) applause, Sir Oliver 
was evidently in metry mood and the cor- 
ners of his mouth nwitched into a smile as 
he gazed upona little piece of typewritten 
paper he had in his hand, 

EB. J. Davis, M.L A. for North York, in- 
troduced Rev. Mr. Kettlewell, chairman of 
the committee, avd Rev, Dr. Potts made 
the first specoh. 

“We represent to-day a convention of 
about 1400, who come from ull parts of On- 
tario. As you know the inajority for pro- 
hibition at the late election was over 80,- 
000. The magnitude of this movement is 
sufficient to impress every one who is in- 
torosted in the welfare vf this province. 
Those who aro in this room represent every 
oreed and every political party, All are 
united to demand one thing, total prohibi- 
tion of the liquor trafic” [Applause. ] 

Mrs. Thornley made an elqquont and 
impressive speech, which brought forth 
long-continued applause. 

John Cameron of* London was the third 
spokesman of the temperance people, and 
stated that he was a strong Conservative, 
but no less strong a probibitioniat, 

There was an ominous silence when Sir 
Oliver, still smiling, rose to reply. He 
said: 

“T havo listened with much attention to 
the eloquent words which have been ad- 
dressed tous dn this oecasion. After so 
decided a vote as that of the plebiscit I 
consider that no Government would be jus- 
tified in didregarding it, I observe that it 
is said that if all who wore entitled to do 
so had voted on this question the resalt 
might haye been different, but that is 
always the caso in a vote of this kind. The 
yoto iva romarkable ono and is extremely 
significant. L think itis impossible not to 
regard the effect, on the whole, as expreas- 
ing the strength of public sentiment of this 
country. You know to what a large ox- 
tent my sympathies have been with you in 
this matter, 1 perceive that an immense 
proportion of the misery, suffering, disease, 
crime, vice and povorty of the world has re. 
sulted from intemperance. Men who per- 
ceive that and do notconcurin your method 
of reaching the end muat regard it with in- 
terest and regard with the utmost respect 
those of you who are in favor of it, 
No matter what the result has been in 
other countries or states, I think prohi- 
bition ia worth trying and the vote removes 
all difficulty in the way of its being do- 
manded by tho people. Legislation is 
limited by what.the people demand, but on 
this subject it is plain’ that the people have 
been educated. [Applause.] I do not 
gather that you expect, or 2 propose 
that Ishould bring in apy measure for this 
purposo pending the decision by the highest 
authority of what your rights are, I think 
it would not be in the cause of temperanco 
to pass an Act before we are sure of our 
rights. Iam against doing anything in this 
matter datil I kuow what our jurisdiction is, 
It has been said that in some discussions 
we should pass an Act first and test it 
afterwards, but that isa much more cum- 
brous way than theone in which we are 
now proceeding. Imay mention furthor 
that in preparing the questions to be sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Court, and on which 
its decision is Nevessary,every care was takon 
tohave them cover the whole

_ The bill has’been practica'ly «livided into 
five sections or uchedules-a, b, o, d und e.

In 
schedule B will be placed all articles bear- 
inga duty of 40 percent, in schedule C 
those bearin, per cont, in achedule D 
those bearing 20 per con’ ud in schedule 
Ethose bearing 10 per cent, vill, 
when reported, will contain no freo list, 
Every article mentioned in it will be sub- 
ject toa duty of some kind, and those nov 
named in the bil will be admitted free of 
duty, 

The sub-committee are going carefully 
through the Wilson bill ek solocting the 
largely imported articles, As these articles 
are picked out (hoy are placed inthe schedule, 
which in the judgmont of the committee will 
couse them to yield the greatest revenue,

Tho 
Scarborough Peak Railway station was 
completely destroyed by the wind. So 
heavy was the gale that the wailing rooms 
and the atationmastec’s office were blown 
over a wallinto a field.

was off.redfor Lis bead, 

1b was white mutters stood thus that 
O'Rollly held a reception at bis house, 
which was a somewhat pretentious bulld 
ing, and called togother a lorge company 
of the bead peoyle in the colony. His inyi- 
tatlon was regarded by those recelving 1b as 
on order, and none, ospectally If French, 
dared disobey. Bittor as was tho thought 
and hard to meet as was the humiiitation of 
accepting hospltality from the man who had 
struck such # blow to thelr hearts, they felt 
that apythiog was better than to cali upon 
thomselres agwia the visltetion of (hat mon 
ster's abs iue cr-ety.

Tho young lady touvt -hortulf, todoed, 
the central figure ‘of the Geoaslon, thus 
apectally honored bythe Hterrlblo and yet 
singularly favclnating man who mingled In 
his deportmont the cour easy and grace of 
the gay cavalior with the grim resorve of a 
morctloss master. 

Agalo and again during the eventug, Don 
Aloxander and Mademotsclle Faurlo led 
the dacolog ; avd whon refroshmonts worw 
avnounced, the beauttful girl was ooce more 
accorded tho highedh bhomor by tho hont. 
Hor beauty and gortlonesg, thor ewcetucss 
of voloe and ready apitkte of witweemed to 
farclnate him compictely. Donbtloss, the 
fact thet she epvke the Spanish with ja 
pretty French accent grostly enchanced the 
slogulor witchery of her convereatlon. 

As was the custom thon, “especially tu 
the Loalalana colony, wino flowed frooly, 
adding f'a doceptive exhilaration to the 
occasion, 

ORetily drank to tho health of Mudo 
molsello Hortense more than once, aud 
even Inolsted upon Jifting glasses with 
Moneleur Faurle, hor father, 

There wore those presout who whispered 
fartively to one snothor that this ked 
attention to the Faurlea mast h somo 
sinister ander-meaoing. They had learned 
to expect sudden and droadfally tragto re 
salte when O'Rollly did comothing appear 
ently based in kindness or even friendll 
noon, 

Thin surmise, however was withoat any 
foundation inifact, ©O'Rellly had no desire 
to violt further puntslioiont on the Fronch 
population ; on'the contrary, having showo 
thom by ono fell blow.the extont of hin 
power and the Inexorable ewiltnoss aud 
cortalnty of his oxeoutlvo bility, ho was 
anxtous to exhibit, fi permitted, (hu other 
cide of his strong nature. 

Bub beyond this the loveliness of Mad 
emolscllo Faurlo had oftoned his heart avd 
called fato new Iife the tender and lovg 
since almost amothered fires of his passion: 
ato soul, She affected him, oa boauty will 
sometimes affect a powerfal charecter, 
strangely and deeply 

Long before the evening's foativitios had 
ended, and whilo yed the musto and the 
davelog wero at tholr holght, o thir 
poned that oaased O'Rollly to wonder. 

A balf-breed Indian boy stalked {ato the

apoed, 
On hearing the hail, “Breakors ahead 
and on the port bow!” the officer of tho 
dock ordored the holm aport, but it was too

ship wtruck with a forco that jarred hor 
from stem to stern and brought every aoul 
on deck except those whose proper stations 
were below. 

The engines wero at 
simultancously the  saile 
up and the men sat aloft to furl 
them, Thon the top gallant 
wore sent down, followed immediately 
by the top-gallant-masts, While theso 
duties wore being rapidly yot thoroughly 
done tho chip was pounding terribly on the 
reef, the seas boing heavy enough to lift 
her and let hor* down with tremendous 
force, It was uscloss to think of saving 
her, and all offorts wore devoted to saving 
the ship's company. 

The further inshore she droyo the loss 
sho would feel the waves. The main pen- 
nant tackles were)hooked into elings under 
the historic Il:inch quarter deck gan, 
which had been pivoted to pert, and it was 
hoisted overboard to lighten the ship aft. 
To lighten hor forward tho oaptain ordered 
Lieut. Hood to cut away the foremast. 
Tho lanyards of tho weather shrouds 
wore cut and before the mast was wholly 
cnt through above the deck it orashed over 
the side, carrying with it, as was expocted, 
the main topmast and the nmintopsail 


once backed and 
wero clewed 


d. 

M By this time the sea had forced the veasel 
further up on the reef, and she lay on her 
port bilge, the waves running very high 
and breaking over the poop deck and her 
nearly submerged port rail. Attempts 
were made to fossa the breaking of the 
heavy sea by tho use of oil over the torn, 
the effect being perceptible by the time the 
waves had run as far forward as the main- 
mast. 

Owing to the sharp carcon to port firo 
broke out in the boiler room, the burning 
coal having been thrown out of the furnaces, 
First Lioutenant Iogal uf the marine corps 
lod w party of volunteera below, and in 
spite of the smoke and terrible lurching 
and striking of the vessel succeeded in 
putting out tho flam 

Asit was impossible to tell how long the 
ship would hold together, Lieutenant flood 
gota party of potty officers aud seamen at 
work making rafts out of small spars, lad- 
ders and gratings, and provisions were 
brought up on the forecastle trom the 
hold. 

All night the grinding aud crashing 
of tho hull on the reef went on. Tho fgreas 
beams and live oak frames could be heard 
snapping into kindling wood as the ship 
poubded and plunged. Tt was a terrible 
night. As the bull yielded to the blows, 
and the waves awept higher and higher, it 
became neo / to ubandon tho after 
pact of the vessel altogether, but forward 
the men crowded beneath the forecaatle wot, 
weary and bruised, and waited for morning. 

At daybreak fire was started in the galley 
and all hands had hard biscuits and coffes. 
Then they went to work to get ashore. Tho 
gig was lowered,and a volunteer crew undor 
Coxswain P. Deory tried to take a 
line ashore through tho surf. When the 
boat had nearly reached the shore the 
waves were so heavy that it was necessary 
to out the line to save the boat from being 
swamped, The gig then anchored just out- 
side tho last line of breakers and a line was 
floated ashore on a grating. Deory and tho 
gis crow. got ashore and made fast the 
ine to a solid piece of sunken coral. The 
first cutter and tho second outter had been 
swopt from their davits and stove in, The 
steam launch was successfully pu toverboard, 
but was then stove in and sunk by tho 
butt of the foremant floating alongside. Tho 
sailing launch and third outtor were lowor- 
éd at tho leo side in good condition. 

Lt. Brainard took a volunteer crew in the, 
sailing launchand pulled for the beach, 
getting through tho breakera by the aid ot 
the beach line, The third cutter, command, 
ed by Ensign Magruder, also got ashore by 
howling on the beach line. 

Lt. Brainard took charge of the party on 
the beach and collected everything that 
cue ashore, “All kinds of canned provisions 
were lashed to geatings, laddora and light 
Spare and were thrown overboard from 
the ship. The purf carried thom 
upon the beach, where they were picked 
up and stowed in the boats. The whalo- 
boats soon afterward oame ashore with 
eight mon and at last the life-saving 
catamaran was rigged with double-hauling 
lines and was pulled back and forth be- 
tweon the ship aud the shoro, landing six 
oreight men each time, Ensigns Gates 
and Magruder and Liout. Brainard with 
somo of their mon waded into the surf and 
helped ench party to the shore, 

Commander Hyermann and Lieut, Forse 

tho last to leave the ship. Whon all 
were landed a camp was formed, although 
thoro was no slinde and no sholter. 

The cay is 600 feet long by 300 wide, 
and cousists of coral formation, with little 
or no yogotable growth, ‘Tho most scrious 
doticioncy is tho Inok of fresh wator.

THE URGENCY DEFICIENCY BILL 


Wantinaron, Feb, 13.— Consideration of 
the Bland seigniorage bill in the House 
was deferred until to-day, and tho com: 
mittee on the district of Uolumbia hail the 
right of way for tho disposition of looal 
measures. The Urgenoy Deficic bill, 
carrying $388,958, was passed. A 

items appropriated by tho bill are 

to sid in carrying into effect tho provisions 
of the Chineso Exclusion Act, $11,058 to 
repair Ford's Theatre, and $50,000 to be 
exponded by the Secretary of the Navy in 
repairing the gunboats Castine and Machias, 

a the Senate Bonator Gray (Dem., Del.), 
a momber of the Committee on Foreign Ro- 
lations, discussed she Hawaiian question 
yostorday for threo hours. Mr, Gray treated 
the question largely as one of international 
morality, and Soloked that o troaty of 
annexation with the Provisional Govorn- 
mont of Hawaii would be inconsistent with 
tho honor and dignity of tho United Sta 
and would be in violation of the plair 
obligations of the international morality ss 
woll as of tho sottled practice and tradi- 
tions of the Government of the United 
Btatos. 

Notice of a nubatitute to bo offered to the 
Wilson Tariff bill was given by Mr. Gal- 
linger (Rop., N.H.), the substitute being 
declaration that, in view of the widospread 
industrial doprossion, it is unwiso to 
attompt any change in the tariff laws. 

It is apparent thatthe committee is 
Anxious'to dispose of the sugar question and 
one or two other articles that will yield a 
considerable revenue if made dutiablo be- 
fore going over the whole schedule. With 
this purpose in view tho sugar question was 
discussed thoroughly, and a number of ten- 
tative propositions advanced. ‘l'ho senators 
from Louisana mado foreible arguments be- 
fore the committeo, and insisted that a duty 
must ba placed on that article if they 
wore to support the bill.

aro yatious rates mentioned, ranging trom 
35 to 50 conta per ton, : 
The iron ore people and tho advocates of 
a duty on wool have not yet been able to 
bring the sub-committee around to imposing 
a duty on either of these products, and it is 
probablo that when tho Bit ia reported to 
the Senate thoy will both bo on the free list, 
‘as they wero placed by the fjouse, Lumber 
‘and salt will also be on the free list, as far as 
van be learned at the present time.

MARKETS FOR OUR PRODUOR. 


It will surprise some people who have 
nob closely followed the course of trans- 
atlantlo trade, to learn that the United 
States last yoat «bipped a mach larger 
quantity of hay thay Canada to the English 
market. This {s not an exceptional cond!- 
tion of things, elther, as the United States 
exports of hay to England are generally 
larger than those of Canada, This Is trae, 
alao, of noarly every other artlole of agri 
cultural produce, and animals and tholr 
produce. The United States exports to 
England more live cattle and beef than 
Oanada; more butter, more pork, more 
wheat, more oats, more flour; In fact, the 
only article produced on the farm or In 
connection with the farm, of which Canada 
exports a largor quantity to England than 
the United States is cheese, and our greator 
“export of it arses from tho fact that Csna- 
dian cheese isa better article, and has o 
high reputation abroad. These are in- 
atroctive traths for the farmers of this 
country. They teach that the United States 
cannot, under the moat favorable reclpro- 
cal conditions, become a market for many 
of the more important produots of our 
farms. A country that produces a surplas 
and beats our farmers out In the supply of 
an Independent market, {a not likely to be- 
come @ customer to any very great extent. 
The true policy for Canada is the National 
Polloy, which builds up the home market, 
opens op trade with countries whore pro- 
ducts are unlike our own, and at the samo 
time Is willing to treat with the United 
States for such » measure of reciprocity as 
would be mutually benoficlal. It would be 
unwise policy to sacrifice everything for 
the make of froo admission of our potatoes, 
our barley aud our eggs, to the markets of 
the United S'atos; and the wisdom of the 
National Polley fs shown by the tariff 
changes now in process across the border, 
Such Osnadian products as the people of 
the United States do not thomselyos pro- 
duce to advantage, they will sooner or later 
be willing to admit free, or ab a compara- 
tively low rate of duty. This cardinal 
principle of tho Natlonal Policy of Oanada 
which tu belong extended, as rapidly as the 
revenue nocessitles and other conditions 
will admalt of.

Mr, Wood of Brant moyed the adoption 
of Ue adidress invreply to the Speech from 
the Throne. After craving the indulgence 
of the House he gave uxprossion to his 
sentitnonts of profound Idyalty, und declar- 
ed that the people of this country would 
never surrender the indupendence of this 
grand country to any ‘people or to any 
nation in the world, ‘ihe’ present depres- 
sion was due to thu very low prices provail- 
ing for the products” of the farm, due to 
various cause. And it was! necessary for 
the farmers to mdopt new methods and to 
put on the market new productions ab less 
cost than had beén the case. He dwelt 
at somo length upon the importance 
and groat value to the farmers of 
Ontario of the Agricultural College 
at Guelph, which was not intended 
to be w money-making but an educational 
institution. Tho attendance this year had 
reached 280, He proceeded to discuss tho 
reat usefulness attending the holding of 
Feraers’ institutes throughout the province. 
At Chicago, not only in cheese, which added 
largely to the income of tho farmor, but in 
almost everything else, Canadians had 
swept the board; and the name of Ontario 
was written at the very top of the list of 
contestants, Hower that Canadiana in 
every department feared no competition 
and only demanded a fairfield and no favor, 
(Cheers, } 

For his part he did not quarrel with tho 
policy of tho leader of the Opposition, that 
the assets of the province in the shape of 
timber lands should be proserved tor tho 
benefit of tuture generations, but the ad- 
vance of settlement and the needs of the 
Pprovinoe necessitated the utilization of a 
portion of our timber preserves from time 
to time. Ho was .glad to say that our 
standing timber was worth many inillions 
of dollars. Ho proceeded to touch briefly 
BRAB the other topics contained in tho 
address. Ho wasstrongly inclined to the 
view, that if, in cases whore the 
feos collected were excessive, the system 
was so amended ag to give n fair percentage 
of thoso fees to the municipalities and tothe 
province, very little fault could be found in 
the present system of appointment of offi- 
cialr, 

He belioved that the Government was 
thoroughly 1m earneat in regard to in- 
troducing the strongest measure of pro- 
hibition of tho liquor traffic at the earli- 
est possible moment. 

Mr. Conmee seconded the motion, He 
hoped that the measure respecting tho 
mining industry, which was foreshadowed, 
but of which he knew nothing, would be 
of tho right: kind, and havo in it something 
practical, Its first clause should bo that 
all royalties herotofore imposed on minerals 
should be abandoned and that all 
toinerals in this . province hereafter should 
be free from royalties forever. Halt a mil- 
lion from the surplus should bo loaned at 
four percont. to improve and develop our 
mining lands on somewhat the bamo basis 
aa the drainage and debenture fund. There 
should be a department and minister of 
mineg, a8 our mining interests had never 
received the attention their importance de- 
sorved. Agricultureand minigg were our two 
greatest industries, Why rift Canadiana 
Teave the country? Owing to lack of profit- 
ableemployment, A home market should 
be developed for the inmates of the factory 
and for our working classes; and tho do- 
velopment of our mining-interests would 

ive much assistance. He defended the 
Jovernment warmly agaiost attack on the 
ground of its great extravagance, and held 
that the Government was to blame for not 
spending more of the surplus in aiding in 
the opening up and development of 
tht newer portions of the Province. 
He did not believe in the olection 
of officials, as demanded by the Patrons of 
industry. And he Beprnearen strongly the 
enforcement of  prohibitory law under tho 
superintendence of officials elected by tho 
people. Hedid not believe that the ro. 
sulting astute of affairs would be at all satie- 
factory. 
Mr, Meredith Deflnos His Polloy. 

Mr. Meredith, tho leader of tho Opponi- 
tion, when he rose to address the House,

in regard to the accident, fe itis known 
that many of the orew were killed and that 
considerble damage was done to the vessel. 
Tho Brandenburg was on her trial trip when 
the explosion occurred. 

Forty one men were instantly killed and 
nine others were fatally wounded. Among 
the dead are three chief engineers, who wore 
on the vessel to report on the work of the 
boilers, and several other officers, Most of 
the bodies were badly acalded, in some in- 
stances the faces being 80 swollen out of 
shape as to be unrecognizable, 

Five steamers went at once to the assist- 
ance of the disabled warship and towed her 
baok to Kief. 

Prince Henry of Prussia wont aboard the 
Brandenburg and helped in the work of re- 
lieving the wounded. Tho steam tug Peli- 
can, which was the first vessel sent to the 





Brandenburg’s assistance, returned to 
tho quay with 80 dead bodies, 
Tho news of the accident had spread 


through the city und thousands were gath- 
ered at the landing place. Four other steam 
toge brought the wounded ashore,

Bourdin's Brother-in-Law Interviewed

plosion near the Greenwich Observatory. 
fe acknowledged the truth of the report 
that Martial Bourdin, the anarchist killed 
by the explosion, was his brother-in law, 
and bad much to say in his favor. The 
explosion at Greenwich, he believed, was 
only the beginning of an anarchist cam- 
paign which had been carefully planned, 
and would be executed dispite all precau- 
tions of the police. The suspicion that 
London anarchists made bombs for use in 
France and Spain, ho said, was an old and 
probably correct one. Hoe himself did not 
doubt that bombs and infernal machines 
had been manufactured liere for some time 
for the benefit of camrades across tho 
channel.

One of the subjects which has frequently 
_ engeged the attention of tho Leglalatare, te 
the demand for » reduction of the number 
of county councillors, To throw light upon 
this gubjeot, a return was ordored last ses- 
sion of the number of county legislators, 
and the Indemnity they receive. It was 
brought down Friday, and shows that in 
1887 there were 1,003 Reeves In County 
Councils. while in 1893 they numbered 
1,149, The indemnity they drew In the 
former year was $54,235, and in the latter, 
$55,456. This was ad tho rato of 1.88 mills 
fn the dollar of the assessed value of the 
yvarlons counties, which in 1887 was $591,- 
816,006, and {n 1893 was $601,457,158. 


According to the report on tavern and 
shop Hoonses In Ontario, just {ssued, the 
number issued in 1893 was 4,313—a de- 
crease of 61 as compared with the preceding 
year, The decreases chiefly in theshoplicen- 
sos, while the wholesalers ha¥e Increased 
by four. The total revenue derlved was

It 1s the same with 
the pork raisers, Thoy can make money 
out of hogs If they raise the kind of animals 
that are wanted. {t {s just as oasy to ralso 
these asa claes which the pork packers 
will not buy, and whioh the British market 
does nob want. Ina word, if our farmers 
fro to make money oub of pork they must

Nine 
tenths of those who signed the memoran- 
dum on the subject proferred the immedi. 
ate applieation of the ballot by statite in 
cities, towns and incorporated villages, 
believing that a greater interest would be 
taken in the elections under the ballot 
than now prevails and that a better choice 
would be secured,”

tholr destined proy ts mounted, To roallzo

that those Indians aro upon one’s track fs to 
foar » (rightfal duath ab cloae quarters, ond 
this, Devibt’s party, componod of vutoran 
prospectors, woll know. ‘Taoy wore woll 

sod and had ammunition and provielons 
onough to atand a alego of some duratlon, 
If only bhey could roach a safe place, Bav 
they wore In bho mountalna whore wator 
was borribly scarce, and they know that 
withont wator It wou'd bo Imponalblo to 
hold out more than forty-olght hours or eo. 
Had tho party boon stronger, thoy might 
have takon a bold monaueo,.and hunted 
tho Apaches Inatead of bking hunted by 
them ; bud with only fivo rifles thls was 
quito out of the queatton, and he 
moro tho oltuatlon was discassed, the 
gravor Ib appeared, Dosporate as bhe oaso 
nuight be, bowaver, It had to bo, faced. 
All wore resolved (o make the beat poratble 
figbt for thelr lives ; bab thoy dared not 
stay more than # plghd fo any ono camp 
po long as thole approaches wore ‘anoov- 
orod, for they koow that keon hostile eyes 
wore upon all tholr movements pnd that ab 
ovory step thoy must gaard ayalnotearprises. 

So, very caullously and with many pro- 
oantions, thoy orept through the mountalna, 
dyolding all beaton trails, taking the least 
likely routes, only concerned to keep a 
oartaln direction to thelr march, so thad if 
they edoaped ambayh or assault they might 
be near enough tho skirts of the hills to 
make a final dash for lifo, As they proceed: 
ed, & sharp lookout was kop? for any natar- 
al fostnoss, cavora or high-walled cul de sac

tho mountains, and if thoy had nob guarded 
this one, 1b was, doubtless, because they 
tolleved {t ontirely unknown to white men, 
As lt was, surprise was out of the question; 
nor could the cavern be taken by assault 
from the front, since one man could hold 
the narrow ontrance against a regiment, 
Bab thelr provislons would only lat a few 
days, and anless the troops, known to be 
out on scou”, should hear firing and come 
to the resouo, the lesue of a regular slogo 
must be more than doubtfal, 

After entering the cave Reuben Davitt 
relapsed Into silence, and seating himself 
apart seemed to be-meditating profoundly. 
Thero was no further sign or sound from 
the Apaches, bab they were, no doubt, 
busy enough dovielng mischlof, Thoy were 
not Iikely to risk a front attack, and as tho 
day was clocing, they would probably do

Cipher writing way used by the ancients. 
Cagap, we know, cnrrigd on a correspond: 
ence with his friends by its means, This 
he did by advancing the letters of the al 
phobet by fourths, Lhe cryptograph was 
employed in diplomatic correspondence in 
the thirteenth century, There are many 
aysterhs, among those the transposition of 
letters, the grille (Or blank spaces), and the 
cipher code or dictionary, In the last cen 
tury the grille was principally used. ‘This 
process consists in covering the paper with 
agridiron, of which the other person has 
a double, One writes in the open spaces, 
and then taking away the grille, the blank 
sypces are filled in with words which com- 
Reva hide the sense of the despatch, 

he person at the other end has but to 
ooyer the paper with bis duplicate gridiron 
to make the meaning clear. 

Tho cipher code, however, is deemed the 
best, It was often used in the eighteenth 
century in diplomatio correspondence, and 
is employed to-day. When a diplomatic 
agent is sont to an embassy or lezation the 
department usually sends with him three 
oipher—a wiittéh cipher, a key, anda 
common cipher, The first onghtto serve 
him for the reading of his despatches, the 
second gives him the clew to: thongsle will 
receive, and the, third, lesa complicated, 
will permit hin to correspond. with his 
colleagues abroad, © Formerly the political 
bureaus themselves deciphered the de- 
spatches, ‘lo day ite special cipher bureau 
doos that and that alone.

Orrawa, Fob, 21.—In_ the Supreme 
Court yeatorday Chief Justice Strong de 
Hivered a long, elaborate and learned jadg 
mont or rather dion in atiawer to vari 
ous quostions submitted by the Dominion 
( ronment to the Supreme Court in re- 
gard to the Manitoba solool case, To all 
these questions. the answer of the Chief 
Justice was in the nogative, 

The Six Quertos. 

There wore in all wix questions, Tho 
first was as to Whother there wasliin appeal 
as referred to in) the memorials and peti 
tions admissable sub-section 3 of seo 
tion 98 of thy B, N, A, Act, or by sub seo 
tion 2 of section of the Manitoba Act of 
187) 

Second —Are the grounds set forth in 
tho petitions and memorials, such aa may 
bo the subject of appeal under the author 
ity of the sub-section ulove: referred to in 
either of them. 

Third—Does the decision of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Coufoil in the 
case of Burretts vy, City of Winnipeg and 
Logan y. City of Winnipeg dispose of or 
conclude the application for redress based 
on the contention that the rights of the 
Roman Catholic minority which accrued to 
them after the union under the statutes 
passed by the province have been inter- 
fered with by the two statutes of 1890 
complained of t 

Fourth—Does aub section 8 of section 93 
of the B, N. A. Act apply to Manitoba ? 

Fifth—Has the Governor Gonoral - in- 
Council the power to make the declaration 
or remedial orders which are asked for in 
said momorinls and petitions, or has the 
Governor-Genoral-in-Council any other 
jurisdiction in the prémises, 

Sixth—Did the Acts of Manitoba relat- 
ing to education, aud passed prior to the 
session of 1890, confer on or continue to 
the minority a *‘ right or privilege in rela- 
tion to education” within meaning of 
sub-section 2 of section 22 of the Manitoba 
Act; or establish a system of separate or 
dissentient schools within the meaning of 
sub-section 8 of bection 03 of the B, N. A. 
Act if exid section 93 be found to be ap- 
plicable to Manitoba, and, if so, did the 
two Acts of 1800 effect any privilege of the 
minority to allow an appeal to the Gover- 
nor-in-Council. 

Chief Justice Strong's Opinion. 

‘The Chief Justicé in giving an answer to 
all these questions in the negative spoke 
strongly in favor of the province having 
the right to pass its own laws, and ayainst 
any imposition of any disabilities by the 
Dominion Parliament beyond that which 
existed at the time of union. The Domin- 
ion ought not to take away from the prov- 
juce that which was given to the province 
us its organio life, and therefore it had a 
right to repeal ita own laws .the same as 
any of the other provinces of the Domin- 
ton. He admitted that any appeal would 
lie to the Govertidr-in Contieil from the 
taking away of the rights which existed 
before the union, but not for anything 
established by Legislature after the union 
and afterwards repealed, 

Justice Fournler. 

Justice Fournier followed. He dealt 
with the state of affairs at the time ofithe 
union, und held that the intention was to 
grant*Sépardte schools inthe province. To 
all the questions set forth he gave. the an- 
awer Syes,") excopt t estion three, to 
which he answered ‘io 

Justice Taschereau. 

Justice Paschereau said that he would 
not diséias the question of making the Su 
preme Cotint as an advisory board’ to the 
executive of the Mederal Goveriiont, as 
was belng done in this case, since anly- 
thing that the court said or did/in the niat 
ter did not’ really amoutit to anything. No 
one WUild be bound in‘iny way by the 
answers of the court, the court was to give 
no judgment) ond it. did) not determine 
anything, Zt. tided no, controversy, no 
matter awhat the court said Manitoba would 
be ifino way bound by the’ anuwefs.

GLADSTONE’S DEFIANCE, 


LARDILity WILL Dtust be 
1 Intact. 

Lonpon, Feb, 1,—Shortly after tho 
form! opening of the House of Commons 
youterday Mr. Gladstone arose and moved 
the discharge of the order of the day, 
which was the consideration of the amend- 
mets that bad beon made by the House of 
Lords to the omployers! Hability bill, 

The Government's Attitude. 

Nr, Gladstone said that he deeply re- 
yretted to have to make such a motion and 
that the Government had been obliged to 
make 80 many similar motions, since they 
showed that there was a lamentable degree 
of divergence botween the two branches of 
legislation, The Government, however, 
must confront the facts before them, acting 
in conformity with what they believed to 
be tho best interests of the people and the 
dignity of the Honse of Commons, Sub- 
stantially the difference between the two 
Houses on the employers’ liability bill was 
the auestion of contracting out of the pro- 
vision of the act, There was « good maxim 
that ‘Half a loaf was better than no bread.” 
“Tf they were dealing with a bill in parte 
which were completely separable and there 
was a question whether they could accept 
a limited bill, offering it to the country 
rathur than to see the whole of our labors 
absolutely wrecked, the position might be 
different. Bat this is not a case of that 
description. In our view the chief amond- 
ment made by the House of Lords cannot 
be considered apart trom the general 
working of the whole trame of the bill. 
Using a strong phrase to make my mean- 
ing clear," continued Mr, Gladstone, ‘it 
teuds to poison the working of the bill and 
to seriously compromise the position of 
working people in the face of their em 
ployers. Therefore I hope this amend- 
ment will be rejected by « decisive ma- 
jority. ‘The workingmen are directly, 
almost exclusively, interested in the bill. 
What are their sentiments concerning the 
amendment? ‘The opposition says that 
the workingmen are divided on the snb- 

The existing relations between some 
and thegrades insurance funda 
have been used as an argument why the 
contracting outprinciple should be 
allowed to vitiate the whole bill, 
These workmen have been told, for in- 
stance, that the great railway companies 
will stop subscribing to the insurance fund 
if contracting out should be prohibited. 
The Government has received assurances 
from the official representatives of overy 
workinan’s organization that they did not 
dread auch results, Their dominant fear 
was rather that tho bill would be nulified 
by allowing contracting out of the act.” 

A. J. Balfour, the Conservative leader 
in the House, held that the bill contained 
many valuable reforms quite independent 
of the contracting out clause, If the Goy- 
ernment believed in these, he asked, 
did it desire to throw them overboard alto- 
gether? 

Joseph Chamberlain, the Unionist leader, 
said if the House of Commons was decided 
not to receive any amendinents at all from 
the House of Lord there would always be 
au opportanity for collisiof, if the Goy- 
ernnient #0 desired. The policy of the 
Governmentin the present instance was 
decidedly unsound, Mr, Chamberlain de 
clared he was perfectly certain that the 
people were not yoing to rise in wrath 
aviinat the upper House because it re 
served liberty of notion to one per cent. of 
the workingmen.

Han Was not a partnerof Mr, Dun io 
the usual sense, Under the articlus of as- 
suciation he had no right title or interest 
in the property and goou will of the busi- 
ness or profits thereof, receiving only such 
sum for salary for faithful service render- 
ed, and that the amount of profit should 
ouly be the basis of Cetermining the amount 
of salary, It was also provided in the 
articles uf association that he should not 
employ the name of R, G. Dun & Co, ex- 
cept in the regular and proper business of 
the said mercantile ageicy, and that he 
should not uss the name of the said asso- 
ciation in issuing, making, drawing or en- 
dorsing any note, bill of exchange, draft 
or other obligation, except only in endorse- 
ments of such papers for the account of 
the association, 

“He a'so had a right to sign cheques for 
firm purpuses only, All Mr. Wiman’s re- 
lations to Mr. Dun, who was the sole 
owner of the business, its ussets, property 
of every deseription, goodwill and profits 
Were exprested in these papers, Wiman 
Wax a salaried managor for’ Mr, Dun with 
such powers only as the contract gaye him 
with additional power to draw cheques, 
The property of R. G, Dun & Co. was 
not his property in any sense, The mon- 
eys of R. G. Dan & Co, were not his mon-

“On Joarning that his crimes had been 
deteotod Wiman offered to transfer to Mr. 
Dun certain real estates interests on Staton 
Island of doubtfal value, but Mr, Dun, 
loarning that Wiman was insolvent, refus- 
ed to aeoopt them or to receive any profer 
ence over his other creditors, Wiman 
therefore madé a formal assignment’ for 
the benefit of his creditors, but his assets 
have amounted to almost nothing. 

"Mr Don did not submit the proof of 
Wiman’s crimes to the authorities on first 
discovering them for several reasons. In 
the firat place he waa moved by considera 
tious of sympathy for Wiman'n fainily, 
With whom he lad been on terms of friend, 
slip for many years, avd the piteons ap: 
peals for merey whieh Wiman made’ to 
him in a letter, In the second place he 
had then no appr tion of the extent of 
Wiman’as embezzlement nur of the length 
of time during which he had syatematjoally 
abused his confidence and betrayed the 
trust reposed in him, ho whole history 
of his many doings had to be unearthed 
from the voluminous records of the busi- 
ness of four or five years, It has required 
a vast amount of time and labor to find all 
the irregularities by which he succeeded in 
embezzling so lurgo a sum of money. ‘The 
whole account, with the history of each 
item, was not made up untila compara: 
tively recent date, 

* Again Mr, Dun was led to. believe by 
tho grows exaggeration of Wiman to the 
value of Wiman’s interests in Staten Island, 
that it was possible to realize something 
substantial for his creditors, many) of 
whom wonld suffer more severely than 
Mr. Dun himself, although not in so large 
asuio, In view of the fraud practised 
upon them as well as upon himself, and 
upon the conviction that aman of Wiman's 
bad character ought not longer to be al- 
lowed to masquerade as an honest man in 
this community, and as an adviser and ex- 
horter of youth, and ont of a sense of obli- 
gation to the mercantile world with which 
ho is so clowely identified, he has devided 
that his duty requires him to expose Wi- 
mans conduct and to hand him over to the 
authorities that he may be dealt with as 
the law directs,” 

There was no signature to the foregoing 
complaint but its authorship is credited to 
ex-District Attorney Delancey Nicholl, 

Tho names of the witnesses signed were: 
R, D. Douglas, E. W. Ballinger, Ogden 
Brauer, treasurer Campbell Printing Co. 
and cashier R. G, Dun & Co, 

On being arraigned before Judge Martins 
last night Mr. Wiman was asked whether 
he would furnish bail, ‘No, sir,” paid 
Mr. Wiman, ‘‘I do not intend to.” 

Judge Martins then held Him in $25,000 
bail and he was committed to the Tombs 
prison. Before goiny to jail Wiman sent 
a despatch to his counsel, Benjamin F, 
Tracey, 

If there is anything in this list of char- 
ges and complaints (and éven Mr, Wiman's 
enemies would hope that there is not) he 
will be plaged in most trying position, 
His hitherto unimpeachable character for 
honesty and integrity will lead the large 
majority of people loth in Canada’ and the 
United States to believe that tho charges 
are less the result of justice that is songht 
than desire for the venting of personal 
animosity to Mr, Wiman. 

Mr. Wiman asserts his utter innocence 
of any intention to willingly defraud. 


THE BRAZIL REBELLION, 


British Merchants Rofused Aassistance 
¥rom Their Admiral. 


Rio bE JANEmo, Feb. 22.—The merchant 
vessels gt this port are suffering extremely 
for want of water because of the refusal of 
the insurgonts to allow « water boat:to go 
about the bay and supply such craft with 
fresh water. Tho captain of the British 
merchantman \Nasmyth made application 
to the commander of a British man-of-war 
for assistance necessary to enable him to 
obtain a supply of water and was contemp- 
tuously refused 

The merchant skipper proposed applying 
to Admiral Benham for ald, whereupon 
the commander of the war vessel sndbritgly 
answered that he might do aa he liked. 
The captain of the merchantman then ap- 
pealed to Admiral Benham, who assigned 
Lieut. Kilbourn to guard the water, boat 
under the American flag. Veadels of all 
nations are seeking the protection of the 
United States flag. British sailors aro 
openly cursing the English officials, Who, 
they declare, are sacrificing commerce to 
aid Da Gama, Evidence of tho existing 
feoling in this respect is given in the fact 
that at the principal Janding yesterday the 
British flag was trampled fn’ the dirt by 
British sailors, whose officers expressed no 
word of disapprobation of their act, which 
was accompanied by choors, 

Lonbon, Fob, 22,—A despatch from 
Montevideo, by way of Lishon, says that all 
the vessels of Ihe fleet of the Brazilian goy- 
ernment, with the exception of tho dyna 
mito ortiser Nictheroy, have joined the 
squadron of the insurgents and sailed away 
from the harbor of Rio. 

Burnos Ayres, Fob, 22,—A despatch 
from Rio Janeiro ways: The forts have pro- 
vented the insurgent warship Republica, 
with Admiral Mello aboard, from entering 
the bay. Threo officers suspected of trea- 
son have been shot at Santos, Forelguers 
are still forced to serve in the army despite 
the energotic protests of the consuls, Many 
political prisoners have escaped and have 
joined the insurgents in Para, Hundreds 
are dying here daily of yellow fover.

est and most trustworthy evidence on re- 
cord. Besides, by reason of his connection 
with the Royal Society of Canada, D= 
Bourinot enjoyed special facilities for 
handling the wide subject desiynated in 
the title of his new book. By virtue of 
that connection he has bewn for several 
years past bronght into personal contact 
with the most representative minds in tho 
country, and it may therefore be claimed 
for him that, more than another, he was 
able to gauge with at least approximate 
correctness the intellectual productive 
power of the nation. 

The expectations formed by the render 
who takes up Dr. Bourinot’s book, with 
an interest in the subject and confidence in 
the author, are not doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Itis a clear, comprehensive, and 
impartial review of the various works ex- 
tant which constitute the intellectual out- 
put of Canada from her earliest days up 
tojthe present time, Exhaustive criticism 
has not been attempted. It would not 
have been in place in a work of this char- 
soter, {the main portion of which ia, in 
foot, an address delivered by Dr, Bourinot 
last May before the Royal Society. But 
enough {fs said to present such works as 
are mentioned in a true light, and to far- 
nish the intelligent reader with a valuable 
book of reference, almost the only one of 
its kind yet offered to the public, It ie, 
besides, the work of a patriot, evincing a 
deep and unselfish interest in the progress 
of the country, and caloulated to stir up a 
laudable ambition in the breasts of the 
talented youth of the rising generation. 

Dr. Bourinot is a native of Cape Breton, 
an interesting section of country which has 
produced, by the way, quite a gulaxy of 
notable men, His father was the late 
Hon. Lieut.-Ool. John Bourinot, a Hugue- 
not of Norman descent, who resided in 
Sydnoy for fifty years, where he filled the 
office of Vice-Consul for Franee. Previous 
to Confederation, he represented Ca 
Breton in the House of Assembly at Hali- 
fax, and afterward was called to the Senate, 
His son, John George Bourinot, was care- 
fully educated, passing from the hands of 
an experienced tutor into Trinity Colloge, 
Toronto, where he reaped many honors 
daring his brilliant course. After leaving + 
the university, young Bourinot adopted 
the profession of literature, choosing jour- 
nalism asthe most convenient avenue to 
success, He began as a parliamentary re 
porter. The work proved a valuable 
training for the young novice, who was 
naturally influenced by the speeches of 
such men and Josoph Howe and Charles 
Tupper, then in their primo, 

Shortly after, he founded the Halifax 
Reporter, and combined with hia editorial 
duties those of chief reporter of the Nova 
Scotia House of Assemt After Confed- 
eration, ho was appointed short-hand 
writer to the Senate, and removed to Ot- 
tawa, where he has since resided. In 1878 
he took tho post of second assistant clerk 
of the House of Commons, 

Dr. Bourinot’s literary labors have al 
ways kept paco with his Official ones, He 
contributed variou# articles of interest to 
leading Old Country inagazines, such as 
Blackwood, tho Quarterly Review, tho 
Westminster, the Scottish Review, and his 
writings were favorable commonted on by 
the London press. His name is familiar 
to readers of the Magazine of American 
History, in which most of hia historical 

papers appeared. flis greatest work is his 

ook on the Practice and Procedure of 
Parliament. He has also written an inter 
eating monograph on Cape Breton. 

Dr, Bourinot has been twice married, and 
ie atill in the prime of life. Nodonbt he 
will yet produce other works as intore ating 
and valuable as those which have already 
been made publio

IN THE ITALIAN CHAMBER. 


Promior Crispi Replies to the Attnok on 
Government Made by the Radleals. 

Rome, Feb, —In the Chambor of 
Deputies yestorday Promier Crispi doliver- 
od a stirring reply to the attack made upon 
the government by the Radical leader, 
Cavalotti, concerning the action of the 

‘nment in declaring a state of siege in 

y. Cridpi declared that the govern: 
meut would resort to the moat energetic 
measures to repross any revolutionary 
movement startéd by persons or parties 
whose aim was to weaken Italy, The 
government has acted entirely within the 
Taw in declaring a state of siege in Massa 
di Carrara without having been asked to 
do.so by the people affected by the up- 
rising. In taking thia step the govern- 
ment had not conceded anything to its 
adherents or its opponents, The remarks 
of the premier elicited a storm of Radical 
protests, 

Baron Sonnino, Minister of Finance and 
ad interim Minister of the Treasury, made 
a stategent of the tinaucial condition of 
the Treasury and tho various governmental 
departments, Prefacing his statement he 
declared that he was about to reveal the 
absolute truth, which he would set forth 
without any attempt whatever to initigate 
the gravity of tho situation.

Hight ladies of the Bedchamber, who are 
usually called ladies in- waiting, attend per- 
sonally on the Queen during their waits, 
and during that time reside im the royal 

lace, These ladies drive or wall with 

er Majesty and are always in attendance 
to fulfill any duties which are required, 
Many letters and requests of all kinds are 
went to these Jadios which have to be ac- 
knowledged, and they often write letters 
for the Queen. During their attendance 
the ladies-in-waiting ure alwaya at hand, 
but if her Majesty diives or walks with 
any members of the royal family and does 
not require the attendance of one of the 
ladies, they are free to go out, and a car- 
riage is always at thoir disposal at Ouborne 
and Windsor and Balmoral, 

In her Majesty’s published ‘Dairy of 
Life in the Highlands” we see on what in- 
timate terms these ladies are treated, and 
no one but a peeress can hold the office, 

Bedchamber Women do not now fulfill 
the duties which apparently fell to their 
ahare when the office was created, or, indued, 
as late as the reign of George IL, when we 
lnow that the Queen's Bedchamber Wo- 
mon had to attend her Majesty's toilet at 
morning and evening. At present the 
duties are very trifling, and the eight ladies 
are only required to attend any court?cers- 
monies or receptions which may vcciir 
during the time of waiting appointed to 
each during the year. Her Majesty has of 
late appointed several extra Ladies and 
Women of the Bedohainber without salary. 

The eight unmarried ladies who hola 
office as Maids of Honor*have some privi- 
leges. They are given the prefix of 
“honorable,” and on marrying, receive 
from the Queen the gift of £1,000, One 
or two maids of honor reside for a fortnight 
ata time at Windsor or Osborne, but her 
Majesty seldom takes more thun one to 
Scotland. 

The distinctive badge worn by maids of 
honor is a bow of scarlet ribbon on the 
shoulder, while the ladies-in-waiting wear 
awhite bow with the Queen’s cameo por- 
trait, 

The dowry of a maid of honor has been 
given for at lonst 150 years, but is accord 
ing to her Majesty's pleasure, and in 1768 
it was refused to one Indy who engaged 
herself in marriage without the consent of 
her royal inistress, In the domestic ar- 
rangements for the comfort of the royal 
suite a bed and sitting-room is apportioned 
to each lady, and the household dinner in- 
oludes all who have not been specially com- 
manded to join the royal circie.

That was moro than 14 years ago. She is 
a little “Welsh maiden, and before she 
caine to America she worked in her own 
land, in London, and in tho Isle of Wight, 
“where I saw some good and glorious work 
done," she said, 

Sho went with the army on ite first 
visit to the island, and they had some ox- 
citing times waying warjagainat the Skel- 
ington Army, which was organized to 
combat them. Capt, Patty waa even 
knocked down and bruised and injured by: 
blows that were intended, most of them, 
for tho men, But they made converte of 
the rebel captain and lieutenant and came 
off with flying colors 

In this country, the Captain says, she is 
always treated with courtosy in her visits 
and at the meetings which she holds in 
4th Avonve and Sunday evenings in the 
big hall in Cooper Union. Some of hor 
girls, though, have been taken by the 
shouldors and decidedly pliced outside the 
door whon thoir uniforms proclaimed their 
errands in visiting.

_An Interesting papor was read at the 
Canadian Institute, Toronto, recently by 
Mr. Kivas Tally, 0. E., on “The Flacta- 
ations of Lake Ontario,” belng a continu: 
ation of aformér,paper read at the Oan- 
adian Institote on March 22, 1879. As the 
sarvey of the great lakes has been complet- 
ed by the United Stater, Mr. Tully was 
able to give accurate Information as to the 
watershed, water surfaco, and levels of 
the lakes, which only could be considered 
spproximate in the former paper, though 
procared from the best authorities. The 
grent decrease of nearly three Inches in the 
average rain and suowfalls {n the last fif- 
teen years, as compared with the previous 
twenty-five yoars, was asoribod to the de- 
atraction of the forests, without mash at- 
tempt to replace thom by planting trees. 
The decease In the average snowfall {a cor- 
roborated by the decrease of more than 3 
Inchos {n the mean level of Lake Ontario 
for the Inst fifteen years, These decronsos 
‘yore substentiated by the records of the 
“Meteorological observatory for the post 
fifty years, which show 5 diminutlon of 
2,602 Inches, the figures belog 36.940 
loches ths mesn of 17 yoars in 1858, and 
34,338 Inches, mean of fifty years in 1891. 
These facta doserve the serlous oconsidera- 
tion of the whole community, particularly 
the farming portion, as a dim{natlon of

through three bodies placed one behind the 
other at an interval of half a metre, strik- 
ing them below the kneo; the tibia of the 
firat was found in fourteen pieces, while 
that of the second showed thirteen, If to 
this we add the fact that balls striking the 
bones with this terrific force break them- 
selves into innumerable fragments, tearing 
the flesh, coming ont at different places, 
and leaving in the tissues a lot of metallic 
fragments, somo idea can be formed of the 
immense gravity of these wounds, and of 
the butchery that o battle of the future is 
going to be. 

And this is not all: a new danger hither- 
to unknown in wounds by firearms goes to 
complete the terrible destractive power of 
these new woapous, I refer to hemorrh- 
ago. Wounds inflicted on living horses 
show that not only the large vessels, but 
even the arteries of small calibre are 
opened as by « knife, giving rise to great 
loss of blood. A horse struck in the 
temple gud killed in two minutes lost 
bright red blood in jets from the wound, 
‘A soldier killed accidentally at target prac- 
tice at Bucharest, and who had merely 
jbeen shot throngh the apex of the left 
long, without any important vessels being 

ned, was fotind to have four litres of 
blood in his pleural cavity. 

Such are the wounds with which army 
surgeons are going to have to deal in the 
future. To master this hemorrhage, to 
handle and set without too inuch pain or 
damage limbs of which the skoletou is ro- 
duood to fragments, will the good will, 
courage and devotion, u# also the inexpe 
rience and lack of skill of the ambulance 
attendants, beenough? The surgeon's ald 
will be necessary, 

Unfortunately the range of the arms of 
the present day will expose them to being 
killed tono purpose, ‘Ihe most that can 
be done will be to protect the wounded 
soldier from any further damage, while 
the first sanitary line will lave to be 
8,500 or 4,000 metres ‘back of the battle 
line. 

Lhe cruel but true formula of the re 
sults obtained by the philanthropic in 
ventors of new arms is, therefore, ‘nore 
dangerous wounds and moro difficult help 
to the wounded," ‘The Roumanian sur 
geon develops this idea in these terns, 
which give a very good conception of his 
publication:—"We cannot help feeling 
that this so-called humanitarian projectile 
is o very perfidious one, as it shatters the 
cranium, smashes the bones, opens the 
Vessels and splits itself up in the body into 
@number of pointed and cutting frag 
ments impossible to oxtract; it wounds 
mauy porsons at the same time, and while 
Jnoreasing the number of wounded and of 
their wounds, prevents us, on account of 
ita great range, from belping the wounded

Keeping Harrington Sound on our 
tight we drove on over roads as white as 
chalk, and level as billard tables, until we 
emerged from a deep cutting, and began a 
gentle ascent, ab the top of which we 
stopped the carrlage to survey a scene os 
bexatiul as the eye could rest upon. 

A gentle breeze was stirring, cool and 
refreshing, after the torrid heat of the 
day. The sun was golng down into the 
ocean (as he hos no where else to go In 
Bermuda) and was spreading a glorious 
golden radiance coross the water and over 
the landscape. The moon's gentle allvor 
reys were spreading modestly frcm the 
e to meet the glory coming from the 
west, and thus establishing that bi-motal- 
{sm in natare which In the commercial 
world cannot be malrtalned, Before and 
behind us, almost the whole Bermuda 
group was In view, with the broad Atlautio 
on elther hand, In Gressy Bay the great 
ships of war rode peacefully ab enchor, 
and in the sound and harbor the splendid 
fleet which bears to and fro the commerce 
of theso frattfal islands was well represent: 
6d, from the atately full rigged barque and 
modern steamship, to the ataunch cedar 
schooner that has breasted the billowa of 
the Atlantic for half a century. Tho 
flyers of the Yacht Olub and tho homely 
bat awift little dingy were onb spreading 
their canvas to the breeze tn friendly con- 
test. The beantifal tints of the water, 
such as aro seen only in the tropics, and 
there only over reefs of coral, completed 
this charming ploture of a summer sea— 
this Idyll of the ocean, 

This wos the comparatively distant 
toeno, bat in our Immediate surroundings 
thero was the {nexpresalble charm of tropl- 
cal landscape without the discomfort of the 
tropical sun.

What mort Interests ino is 
moved on throngl the deep it left the 
waters flashing and resplendent. In the 
words of the text, “He maketh a path to 
shine after Hin,” What was that illamin 
od path? It was phosphorescence, You 
find it in the wake of awhip in the night, 
espoctally after rough weather. Phos 
phorescence is the lightning of the sea. 
That this figure of speech is correct in de 
seribing its appearance I am certified by 
no incident, After crossing the Atlantic 
the first time and writing from Basle, 
Switzerland, to an American an account of 
my voyage, in which nothing more fasoin 
ated me than the phosphorescence in the 
ship's wake, I called it The Lightning of 
tle Sen, Returning to my hotel I found a 
book of John Ruskin, and the first sen- 
tonce my eves fell upon was his descrip- 
tion of phosphorescence, in which he call- 
od it “The Lightning of the Sea.” Down 
to the post office I hastened to get the 
manuscript, and, with great labor and 
expense, got possdasion of the magazine 
article and put quotation marks around 
that one sentence, althongh it was as 
original with me as with John Ruskin. 
I suppose that nine tenths of you living so 
near the seacoast have watched this mar 
ine appearance called phosphorescence, 
and I hope that the other one-tenth may 
some day be so happy as to witness it, It 
isthe waves of the sea diamonded; it is 
the inflorescence of the billows; the 
Waves of tho sea crimsoned, as was the 
deep after the sea-fight of Lepanto; the 
waves of the sea on fire, There are times 
When from horizon to horizon the entire 
ocean seems in conflagration with this 
strange splendor, as it changes every mo- 
Ment to tamer or more dazzling color on 
ali sides of you, You sit looking over 
the taffrail of the yacht or ocean steamer 
watching and waiting to see what new 
thing the God of beauty will do with the 
Atlantic, It is the ocean in transfigura- 
tion: it is the marine world casting its 
garments of glory in the pathway of the 
Almighty as He walke the deep; it is an 
inverted firmament with all its stars gone 
down with it No picture can present it, 
for photographer's camera cannot be suc- 
cessfully trained to catch it, ‘and before it 
the hand of the puinter drops its pencil 
overawed and powerless, This phosphor:

pack of care and trouble, and you may say 
something to him or her that will eudure 
until this world shall have been so far lost 
in the past that nothing but the etretch of 
angelio memory will be ably to realize that 
it ever existed at all, Iam not talking of 
remarkable mon and women, but of what 
ordinary folks cau do, I am not speaking 
of thé phosphorescence in the wake of a 
“Campania,” but of the phosphorescence 
in the track of a Newfoundland fishing:

sparks, and out of the small words and

And #0 Tam led to believe that he loves 
our life if we fulfill our mission as folly as 
the phosphori fulfill theira. ‘Thw Sou of 
God came “that we might bave life, and 
have it more abundantly,” But Tam glad 
to tell you that our God isnot the God 
somotimes doscribed asa harsh critic at the 
head of the universe, or an infinite scold; 
or a God that loves fanorala better than 
weddings; or a God that prefers tears to 
Jaughter; an omnipotent Nero, a ferocious 
Nana Sabib; but the loveliest Being in the 
universe, loving flowers, and life, and play, 
whether of phosphori in the wake of the 
Majostio, or of the human ruco keeping a 
holiday. 

But, mark you, that the phosphorescence 
has a glow that the night monopolizes, and 
Task you not only what kind of influence 
you ufo going to leave in the world as you 
pass through it, but what light are you go- 
ing to throw across the world’s night of 
sin and sorrow?

Can you do as much as one of the phos- 
phori in the middle of the Atlantic Ooean, 
creatures smaller than the point of a sharp 
pin? “Oh, yes,” you say, Then do that, 
Shine! Stand before the looking-glass and 
experiment to see if you cannot get that 
scowl off your forehead; that peevish look 
out of your lips, Have at least one bright 
ribbon in your bonnet, Embroider at least 
one white cord somewhere in the midnight 
of your apparel. Do not any longer im- 
porsonatea funeral! Shine! Do say some- 
thing cheerful about society, and about the 
world. Put a few drops of heaven into 
your disposition. Once in a while substi- 
tute a sweet orange for asourlemon. Re- 
member that pessimism is blasphemy, and 
that optimism is Christianity, If you 
cannot be w lantern swinging in the rigging, 
be one of the tiny phoaphori back of the 
keel, Shine! “Let your light so shine 
before mon that othors seeing your good 
works may glorify your Father which is 
in heaven.” You know a man who has lost 
all his property by au unfortunate invest- 
ment, or by putting his name on the back of 
afriend’s note? After you have taken a 
brief nap, which every man and woman is 
entitled to on a Sunday afternoon, go and 
cheer up that man. You can, if God 
helps you; say something that will do him 
good after both of you have boon dead a 
thousand years. Shine! You know of a 
family with a bad boy who has run away 
from home. Go before night and tell that 
father and mother the parable of the pro- 
digal son, and that some of the illustrious 
and useful en now in church and state 
had asilly passage in their lives and ran 
away from home. Shine! You know of 
a farily that has lost a child, and the 
silence of the nursery glooms the whole 
house trom cellar to garret. Go before 
night and tell them how much that child 
has happily escaped, since the most pros 
perous life on earth is a struggle. Shine! 
You know of some invalid who is dying 
for lack uf an appetite. She cannot get 
well because she cannot eat, Broil a 
chicken and take it to her before night, and 
cheat hor poor appetite into keen relish. 
Shine! You know of somo one who likes 
you, and you like him, and he ought to be 
a Christian. Go tell him what religion has 
done for you, and ask him if you can pray 
for him, Shine! Oh, for a disposition so 
charged with sweetness and Jight that we 
cannot holp but shine! Remomber if 
you cannot be a leviathan lashing the 
ocean into fury, you can be one 
of the phosphori, doing your part toward

Abraham Lincoln, born Feb, 12, 1800, 


and cakes. About 1 o'clock in the morn: 
ing enough had been learned to war- 
rant the belief that the ‘Rail Splitter’ 
had oeen elected. I think it was when 
we heard the news from New York. The 
men rushed on Mr, Liucoln and shook his 
hands, while some of the women actually 
hugged him, and, I might as well admit it, 
Ikiesed him, Then soine one went into the 
hall and took from the rack that old silk 
hat that he wore, and which was as long as 
‘a joint of stovepipe, and about as shapely 
to my mind, and it was thrown up to the 
ceiling. As it oume down someone yave it 
a kiok and then the women joined in the 
fan, and we played football with that hat 
until it was an indistinguishable mass. Wo 
were simply beyond control. What a ridi- 
onlous scene it would have been to one 
looking in without knowing what prompt- 
ed it! 

“‘It was all the more so, so far aa I was 
concerned, for originally I had been « 
Seward woman. While the convention 
was in session in Chicago we were waiting 
to hear the news. It had been arranged, 
in oase Lincoln received the nomination, to 
fire noannon, My nearest neighbor was a 
Mra. Dubois, with whom*I had several 
friendly spate during the campaign pre- 
ceding the nomination. I heard the can- 
non shot, and the next moment I saw Mra, 
Dubois running across the street, She had 
been making a shirt for her husband, who 
was about the size of the late Judge David 
Davis, «© you may have some idea of the 
size of the garment she was waving. She 
rushed into the house and flaunted it in 
my face. It male me mad, nnd I sat 
down and began crying. The good woman 
put her arms around me, begged iny par- 
don and kissed me, and from that time We 
were Lincoln women. She took part in 
the footballfmatch,” 

As if not content with his six feot four or 
fivelinches of gaunt stature, Lincoln had his 
now historic hat, made fully afoot hivh, with 
# rim almost as big as a Southern sombrero, 
It seemed to have been a combivation of 
all styles then in existenoo, and iu this re- 
spect it reflected his own early experience 
in having been a storekeeper, soldier, sur- 
veyor, and finally a solicitor, It was a 
Yeritable ‘joint of stovepipe,” and its re- 
markable and romantic rim madu it alike 
serviceable in rain or shine, It might 
have been called with propriety. a ‘‘plug 
ugly,” after the name of the mob in Balti 
more that threatened him in his journey to 
the national Capital: 

Daring Lincoln's great debate with 
Douglas, the hat fairly loomed into space, 
The smallness of the Jatter’s stature caused 
him to be nicknamed ‘The Little Giant,” 
and when Lincoln stood beside lim with 
his hat on, the difference between the two 
seomed all but immeasurable. Curiously 
enough, when Mr. Lincoln came to bo in- 
sugurated at Washington, and took off bis 
hat on the stand proparatory to making his 
inaugural address, Douglas held the high 
hat so that no careless person night put 
his foot in it, 

Of the many legends current roy 
the hat, one is that he literally kno 1 it 

nto a cocked hat’ once when Lincoln 
leaped ont of a window in order to destroy 
@ quorum, ond thus sot an example for our 
present Congresses. Thus it was not ox 
actly a ‘‘quorum hat” as Richard Vaux's 
was, when Tom Reed counted it; but, on 
the contrary, it helped to spoil a quorum, 
and was in turn spoiled itself, 

Another story is that Mr. Lincoln hap 
penad in to a religions meeting one San 
day, and the regular contribution boxes 
having beon mirsing, he permitted hia 
trusty tile to do duty for the occasion, 
Yet another iv tliat ono day, in traveling 
home from the Legislature, his hat came 
withia an ace of boing used as a cuspidor 
by adrunken tough on the train—a fate 
that in said to have befallen Bob Bardette'’a 
hat once when he was riding thr agh 
Pennsylvania to deliver one of his humor 
ous lectures, 

During the Lincoln and Donglas devate 
the Hon. Robert R. Hitt, now a member of 
Congress from Illinois, acted ay official 
stenographer for the former, and Horace 

White of the New York Evening Post fur 
nished the descriptive matter to the metro- 
politan dailies, Mr, Hitt, speaking of 

“ncoln’s hat the other day, said: ‘He 
despised a woolen or slouch hat, and al 
ways wore a silk tile, In this he would 
keep th notes ct his speeches and auch 
memoranda as he found nece c 
manion found necessary for the 

Representative Springer, who hails from 
Lincoln's old home, knew the hat well, and 
in speaking of it recently aald; ‘Mr, Lin 
coln's high hat was the most indispensible 
thing of his whole outfit. In it he carried 
all bis valuable papors. In fact, {t wan a 
sort of file-rack. Here were all tho briefs 
of his various law cases. Curiously enough, 
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he carried the accounts in his head, and 
that is why he lost so much money, Had 
ho reversed the process and kept his ac 
counts in his hat aud the casesin his head, 
he would have been ttor off. His hat 
served for his watchol on ajourney, und al} 
that wos necded besides this were his 
saddle-bag ond bis horse, It was large

EXPEDIENCY, NOT PRINCIPLE. 
The House of Lorda Keconsiders the 
Parish Counolls Bill. 


Lonpon, Feb. 24.—The House of Lords 
yesterday resumed consideratio; of the 
parish councils bill, he Duke of Devon- 
shire urged that before attempting to go 
into the details of the measure with a 
view of amending it, their Lordships shall 
consider the gevieral position. He claimed 
that their Lordships had done their duty 
in making the amendments they had 
thought desirable, but how tar they should 
insist on going in that direction must, io 
his judgment, be determined more on the 
fromm of expediency than upon principle, 

‘hey could not, however, leave out of ac- 
count the fact that the bill had been ac- 
cepted by a large majority of the people. 

rd Salisbury thought it was possible 
to interpret the canons of conduct laid 
down by the Duke of Devonshire in a man- 
ner absolutely depriving the peers of the 
power of amending any bill that wight be 
sent to them. Still he did not differ in the 
main from the drift of the Dake's advice. 
Ho agreed that many of the amendments 
that had been made though they improved 
the bill did not involve any question of 
principle, He could not, however, admit 
that all of the amendments which the 
House of Commons had restored to the bill 
should be acoepted. It was especially the 
duty of the Honse of Lords to see that the

Lowpon, Feb, 26,—The rumors it ofr- 
enlation on Saturday based on despatches 
from Bathurst, West Africa, that a nam 
ber of British officers and sailors had been 
killed in battle with slaye dealers on the 
West coast are confirmed by official 
despatches 

The despatches stato that the cruiser 
Raleigh, the flagship of the British 
squadron on the West African coast, oom: 
munded by Rear Adiniral Frederick GC, D, 
Bodford, and tho screw gun boat Widgeon, 
commanded by Lieutenant Cominander 
William J. Scutlard, arrived on F riday at 
Bathurst, capital of the British West 
African colony of Gambra. Though the 
admiralty officials refused to make public 
their despatches it was learned that the 
sailors of these two yvessols had been de- 
feated on shore, 

Vurther details leaked out which show 
that landing parties from the Widgeon 
and Raleigh bad been sent ashore to 
punish Chief Fodisilah, a notorions slaye- 
trader who had boen carrying away and 
selling into slavery numbers of natives of 
the villages in that section of the coast 
over which he rules. 

The sailors landed in force, marched 
some distance inland and in a fight with 
Fodisilah's followers were repulsed with 
the loss of three officers and ten men killed 
and forty-seven wounded. 

The humiliating feature of the defent of 
the British sailors is the fact that Fodisi- 
lah’s men were comparatively fow and 
armed with primitive rifles, Fodisilah has 
the reputation of being a fearless and des- 
perate fighter. Further details of the dis- 
aster since received state that the force 
which landed were fully equipped for a 
march inland and for remaining ashore for 
some time. Several machine guns were 
taken ashore with provisions for four days 
and an ample copply of ammunition, A 
reserve force was left at the landing place, 
Which" was protected by the guns of the 
crvisors and the gunboat, The beginning 
of the march disclosed no signs of armed 
natives, but when the sailors had advanced 
several miles inland the native carriers 
bearing the ammunition, water, provisions, 
etc., deserted one by one and finally all of 
them disappeared, 

The force continued to march, despite 
the desertions, and was finally led into an 

The party bad penetrated a 
country thickly wooded with high ground 
on vither side when suddenly fire was 
opened upon them from every direction. 
An attempt was made to use the machine 
guns, but the attack was so sudden and so 
fierce that the British were unable to do 
80, and were quickly routed. 

Lieut. William H? Arnold of the navy 
and Lieut, Francis W. Hervey of the 
marines were the first two officers killed, 
and sub-Lieut. Francis W. Meister and ten 
men soon shared their fate. Lient, Hon, 
Robert F, Boyle was dangerously wounded, 
and Liect. Herbert J, Saville was badly 
wounded. Captain Gamble, Surgeon W. 
R. White, Midshipman Arthur Chambers 
and party of sailors were slightly wounded 
during the retreat. The latest despatches 
say that in addition to those of the party 
killed and wounded (already accounted 
for) a number of marines and part of the 
West Indian infantry regiment are misg- 
ing and great fears Tre entertained for 
their safety. 

The officials at the Admiralty office are 
informed by Rear Admiral Bedzord that 
another and much tmore formidable ex- 
pedition Js making preparation to march 
inland to search for the missing méii add 
avenge the death of their comrades who 
were slain in ambush by Fodisilah’s fol- 
lowers.

TOBAOCO OULTUKE. 


It ts nob as generally known aa lb ought 
to be that very excellent tobacco can be 
grown In Canada, oapoclally in Oatarlo, 
Pho report of the hortlcultarlet, Mr. Jobn 
Oralg, of the Oontral Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, statos that tobacco ralaing may be- 
‘ome an Important Industry. It says that 
somo preliminary experiments wore under- 
takon In {ts cultivation, with a viow of ob- 
taining Information with regard to tho 
 varlottos boat sulted to the climate of East: 
a Ontarlo and the Province of Quebeo; 
d the moat approved methods of handling 
the young planta previous to sotting out. 
Seed of thirty-one varieties was sown In @ 
mild hotbed, on April 24th, 1893, In rows 
‘six tnches apart, Germination took place 
uniformly in ton days. On May 30th 
half the nambor of plants of each varlety 
wero transplanted, ploking them out In a 
cold frame In rows elght {nches apart and 
threo laches apart In the row. On June 6 
thoy wero transplanted to the field, which 
warn thoroughly tilled ploce of gravelly 
loam, that was cropped with beans the pre- 
 ylous season, ploughed In the autumn, and 
dressed In the spring with barnyard manure 
at the rate of 50 tons to the acre, 

Tho ground was cultivated sufficlently 
with » horse cultivator to keep down all 
woods, and as long as the cultivator could 
pass bobwoon the rows without injuring the 
"plants, which were sob three and a-half 
feeb apart oach way. This distance was 
found to be sufficient for the smaller and 
more upright varieties, such as ‘*Oanadian 
and ‘'Gonnelle,” but did not afford enough 

“apace for large-leafed, vigorous kinds like 
 “Qonqueror” and ‘Pennsylvania Seed 
Leaf.” A striking difference was nuted in 
rolattve rapidity of growth of plants which 
ad been transplanted In hotbeds and 
ose of the same variety seb out from the 
 orlgtasl seed bed. Those transplanted in 
_ hobbeds were mush stockler and stronger, 
as might reasonably be expected, did nob 
flag after setting {n the field, and lost no 

time in becomlag established. 
__ Oub of thirty-one plants tho yleld was os 
high as 1,826 Ibs, of drlod loaf to the acre, 
__ which at current prices would make « hand- 
om» retarn for labor and capital. (exp) 
Tho developmont of this Industry has 
proceeded with great rapidity In some 
parts. With the French colonists of the 

Detroit River region and the Province of 
jheo came seed of this plant to eastern 
North America. In the eastern portion of 

+ this province long-coutinued selection of 
or home-grown nood bas glvou rise to varlotios

THE ONTARIO INSOLVENCY ACT. 









1 Decides in Favor of 
cial Government, 

Lonpon. b». 26.—The Judicial Com 
mitteo of the Privy Council gave judg: 
melt on Saturday declaring the Ontario 
Act rospeoting assignment and preferenced 
by insolvent bankrupts’to be valid. 

Their lordships declared that sala pro- 
visions at issue—enactments relating to 
asaigninents purely yoluntary—do not in- 
fringe on the exclasive legislative power of 
the Dominion government, 

The merits of the case were heard on 
December 15, when Hon. Edward Blake 
appeared for the Province of Ontario and 
Sir Richard Webster presented tho argu 
ments on behalf of the Dominion, ‘The 
question was whether the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion Parlinment on the subject 
of bankruptey and insolvency was so ex 
clustve that though siot exercised the Pro 
vincial Legislaturos w owerless to give 

partial relief, Canadian judges had 
d on the subject, 

The Dominion Government was not 
anxious to maintain the opposite view, 
though o# o matter of official duty they had 
to contend, nad through their counsel did 
contend for exclusive jurisdiction deapite 
the Ontario Insolvency Act of 1987,

musioal revelations, In his moat recent 
concerts hia splondid educational interpre 
ations as Kapollmolater, ogpocially of the 
Wagner numbers, created artistic surprise 
and astonishment. His life a a musician 
was, however, ombittered from his early 
yours, Strive as he might to achieve grent 
noss, his brtin could not onrry him to suo 
coasful rivalry with the mon who three and 


four decades ngo mado the musical con: 
queat of the world. ‘ 
In his earlier yours he was as a pianist 


praisod as the only living rival of Rabin 
stoin, but he went no farther, and the 
reat Russian has nothing to fear from him 
rom the judyment of posterity. He creat 
ed nothing, but his interpretations of the 
groat musicinns, classic if modern, were 
the oases in the musical educational life of 
the present day, 


His Marriage with Cosima. 

The romance of hi« life became Doad 
Sea fruit. Married to Cosima, the daugh- 
ter of Liszt and the Countess d’Agoult, she 
was taken away from him after a fow 
years of widded tnisory by a greater man, 
by Richard Wagner, whose indispensible 
helpmeet and alter ego she absolutely 
became. 

Not only did he not regrot this desertion, 
but he bécame ono of the staunchest frionds 
and adherents of the great musician of the 
fature. Somebody hus well said that Von 
Bulow was never a model husband “be 
cause he worshipped with such fanatic de- 
votion a mistress whose sway was more 
poworful than a wife’s—music—and to 


whom he remained constantly  faith- 
ful. Moreover, his intimacy with 
Wagner, the man of excessive and ex- 


travagant genifia; with his father-in-law, 
Franz Liszt, whose romantic imagination 
indulged in fantastic flights, nnfitted hin 
more and more for a haydroin conjaysat 
life. In his exalted veneration for two 
such powerfol and niconventional individ 
ualties the young man became estrang 
from ordinary occupations and commoy 
lace dutivs, and whoo he passed from the 
heights of enthusinem to tie prosaic plain 
of domesticity he become irritable, violént 
and morose, One day Coxima (now Mune. 
Wagner) quietly informed tin that abe 
had grown weary of tho life she led, aud 
that she would no longer bosr his contin 
uous HL temper, Furthermore, she an 
nounced not only her in eption of obtain. 
iny a divorce, but of contracting another 
marrioge, ‘The man she had son WAS 
Richard Wagner himself, Bulow's bovom 
friend.” 

“Liszt opened his arms to hia second 
son-in-law as warmly a8 he had opened 
them to the firet: withont, however, any 
abatement of his affection for Bulow, 
Stranger still, the two husbinds saw no 
reason Why Cosima’s determination should 
alter in any way the tenor of their mutual 
frieudship, which was continued on the 
old footing, and, us if everything was to 
be extraordinary in this singular episode, 
Mme, Richard Wagner, with the full con- 
sent of their father, carried away to her 
now home the three children born of her 
union with Bulow. Later on, when she 
was lying dangerously ill at Lucerne, after 
the birth of a fourth child, she beyged 
her second husband to send for her first, 
who was bronght to her bedside by his 
successor.” Of Wagner's children it may 
hore be said that only the last one, Sieg- 
fried, who is now the representative of 
his father in Bayreuth, is the acknow- 
ledged offspring of the great composer, 
The others, girls, have ull the characteriat 
ies of Von Bulow. 

The story of Von Bulow’s musical life, 
educational and creative, may be compass. 
ed in a very short space. He was born at 
Dresden January 8, 1880, He began his 
musical education under Frederick Winck, 
In 1848 he was sent tothe University of 
Leipzig to study jurisprudence, his parents 
having always regarded music as u mere 
pastime, but he continued his studies in 











counterpoint under Hauptmann.” In the 
following year he entered the University 
of Berlin, and took great ihterest in the 


political movements of thut time, contrib- 
uting to a democratic journal, Die Abend- 
post, In this papor he firat began to de 
‘end the musical doctrines of the new Ger 
man school, led by Liszt aud Wagner, 
After hearing a performunce of ‘Lohon 
grin,” at Weimar, in 1850, he threw aside 
his law studies, went to Zurich, and ylaced 















himself uuder the guidaned of Wagner, Tn 
June, 1851, he became a pupil of Linz’, 
and tw iy rimnde his first coneert 
tour, From 18)5 to 1864 he occupied tiv 


post of principal master of pinuoforte play 
ing at the Conservatorium, of Pre urs 
Stern and A, B, Marx, as Berlin, Tn tsG4 
he was called to Munich ax prineipal con 
dnotor of the Royal Opera and director of 






















the conservatory there, He there o.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


Frenoh Fisheries at Newfoundiand—Lords 
av mons in Accord. 


Lonpon, Fob, 27,—In the House of Com 
mons last evening Sir Edward Grey, Par 
liamentary Secretary for the Foreign 
Office, called attention to the official 
journal of St, Piére, “Miquélon, ” dirdoting 
Frétich fishermen wishing to fish on the 
Frenoh shore to register for fixed placa on 
the coast, Ho also called attention to a 
newspaper statement that France was 
going to’ hiprove the’ position of the fisher- 
mon .agsuring them fixed places on shore, 
Concerning questions) whether tho treaty 
rights of Hrance were confined to the dry- 
ing on shore of fish caught by Frenchmen 
of Franch vossols; whether the proposal to 
bring fishermen aghore did not constitute a 
breach of treaty and whether it Was not 
contrary to treaty for the French to live or 
ataud on shore, the Goverument held’that 
the thirteen articles of the Utrecht con- 
vebtion limited theyrights of France)to the 
erection of stages made of boards and huts 
for drying fish. It waa quustion, thero- 
fore, swhether ‘the proposed French’ ar- 
rangement was consistent with existing 
troatic& ho Colonial Government had 
étated ‘that while they liad no intention of 
levying a daty of goods brought by French 
citizons in fishing boats solely for the wus- 
tonunce of the crew during the season or 
for the’pnrpode of drying fish, they intend 
in fatine to exercise the right of requiring 
yossold ontering’ Newfonndlind ports to 
eviiform to tle customs of the cdlony, and 
Willeolléet daties on all goods imported 
for whatever purpose. ‘This decision had 
commenced with France and there was no 
ground upon Which) to interfere with the 
Colonial Government's exercise of ite 
right (orieg,of.*' Here, bere..”’) 

A-division~-was~taker-on™ the» Lords, 
atnendinent to the parish councils bill, en- 
abling parishes of from 200 to 500 inhabi- 
taunts to lispense with parish councils, and 
it was rejected by 212 to 161, 

Lhe ameidme which provided that 
parish councils might choose ae third of 
the trustees of local charities waa taken 
up. Joseph Chamberlain, sapported by 
Arthur J. Balfour, averted a conflict on 
this point by moving a compromise to 
which tho Houso ultimately agreed. This 
compromise was embodied in the optional 
(not obligatory) provision that the majority 
of the trastecs of the local charities should 
be nominated bythe British Council. The 
Government accepted this compromise 
without hesitation, 

Tho amendment to yest in the county 
council the control of the compulsory pur 
chase of allotments under the Allotment 
Act and the hiring of land was agreed to, 

Tho éoncession thus made by the Com: 
mons virtually completes the accord be- 
tween the"Honses. ‘he sitting was ad- 
journed until ‘Thursday, when Parliament 
will be prorogued,

profound archaeologist he is also an exten- 
sive traveler. Hoe haw explored and writ- 
ten much about the African countries 
south of Abyssinia, He arrived in San 
Francisco by way of Hawaii about ejght 
months ago, and it was there that he 
made the aoquaintance of the Rey. Dr, 
Easton. Dr, Enston was much impre+sed 
by the Patriarch’s profonnd learning. He 
was, however, particularly interested in 
the Oriental prelate’s magnificent collection 
of jewels and rare manuscripts, which aro 
valued at at least $50,000. 

According to the story told by tho Patri- 
arob, he was approached shortly after his 
arrival in San Francisco by aman who 
professed the deepest interest in his manu-

his manuscripts. A number of persons 
were concerned in the abduction plot, but 
the man whom Dr, Joseph firet mot acted 
as manager, and it was he who chiefly sno 
ceeded in gaining his entire confidence, 
The conspirators had little difficulty, it 
appears, in persuading the Patriarch to ac- 
company them on a night expedition to 
Napa City, Cal, where, it was alleged, 
there were some remains of a fossil nature 
which would greatly interest him, The 
kidnappera had made all their arrange 
monts beforehand, so that there was little 
danger of any hitch. Tho Patriarch was 
conducted under cover ofthe night to an 
insane asylum in Napa City, and there was 
incarcerated as a violent lunatic, Tho 
conspirators then made off with the jewels 
and manuscripts, and it is charged made 
an equal division of the spoils.

The snnual meeting of the stock holders 
of the Belleville Gas Company was held 
yesterday afternoon at the office of Boll & 
Biggar. The statement presented was very 
satisfactory, The following gentlemen were 
elected to the Board of Directors; Mayor 
Walmsley, Messrs. John Bell, J. W. John- 
son, F. Dolan and J. L, Biggar. Aba 
meeting of the Directors, Mr. John Bell 
was elected President, Mr. J. W. Johnson, 
Vice-President, and Mr, J. L. Biggar, Seo- 
retary-Treasurer. 

The following history of the Belleville 
Gas Oompany, which was laid before the 
stookholdera, and before the Olty Connoll 
last night, will be read with interes: :

calves, one of which lived. \ Under inetruc- 
tions from the Minister of Agriculture I 
tosted this cow, and some more of which I 
was suspicions, with Prof, Kooh’s lymph, 
or tuberculin, My experience with the 
test las been that it cau be dopouded onin 
all cases, If the Government should see 
fit to class this diseuse in the Contagious 
Disease Act, and endeavor to stainp it out 
by slaughtering all diseased animals, this 
test will be of great value. As there is no 
doubt that the trouble is more cominon in 
cattle than is generally supposed, the sub- 
ject is worthy of the most serious consider: 
ation of the Government, 

‘The report of Mr. H. H. Dean, professor 
of dairying, contains the following: ‘At

Loxpon, Feb. 28.—The subject or Mr. 
Gladstone's resignation -wae revived yes 
terday in a way suggesting that there may 
be soine foundation for the report. The 
Pall Mall Gazette, the St. James Gazette 
and the Westminster Gazette publish 
artioles almost identical in substance, in- 
dicating that Mr, Gladstone will resign at 
an early day, ‘Che reason given in each is 
that the Prémier's eyesight is failiig bo 
fast that his vision will become Wholly ob- 
soured if he does not immediately retire 
from active politioal duty. It is’ also 
stated that it was the intention of Mr. 
Gladstone to allude to hia approaching re- 
signation in the House of Commons on 
Monday, buthe was dissnaded by his col- 
leagues from doing so, 

- The Manchester Guardian, the Yorkshire 
Post and many. other provincial uews- 
papers publish these rumors, and accom- 
pany them with articles expressing belief 
that they are well founded, 

The Chronicle and the Sun claim to 
have information that Earl Roseberry will 
bo Gladstone's successor, and Sir William 
Harcourt the Government leader in the 
House of Commons, 

The Edinburgh Evening News clatins to 
have been informed npon authority that 
Mr, Gladstone has already resigned the 
premiership. but will retain a seat in the 
Cabinet, Upon the same authority it 
Was announced that Mr. Gladstone had an 
audiouce with the Queen, when he recom- 
mended Lord Roseberry as his successor, 

Although “the condition of Mr.’ Glad 
stone's eyes is regarded as a suflivient rea 
son for his wishing to lay down the cares 
of office, it is not believed to be thu real 
reason for his resignation, if the persistent 
reports that he intends to resigt are trae, 
Owing to his great age and waning physi- 
cal power he ‘i8 unable to withstund the 
shatts of criticism hurled at him as he was 
a fow yeara or even a tow months ayo, 
Where then they would glance from hin 
as from an armor they now pierce him It 
is ajso true that he has recently been deep 
ly affected by the comments of his political 
friends on his course ip’ regard to several 
party measures, These evidences of in- 
gratitude have pained him severely. 

His course in withdrawing the employ- 
ors’ liability bill when many of his follow 
ers were clamoring for a Parliaméitary 
fight against the House of Lords, with the 
ultimate view of compelling ‘the abolition 
of the hereditary body, has driven the 
more radical of bis atherents to declare 
thnt his democracy has undergone a change, 
aud this accusation they have taken great 
pins should reach his ears, The private 

etary of the Premier will neither affirm 
nor deny the reports as to Mr, Gladstone's 
resiguation. The most he will say ia that 
the positive statement of the Edinburgh 
Evening News that Mr, Gladstone has re- 
signed is entirely unauthorized 

The fuct that the Earl of Rosebery, while 
ou his way to visit the Pritics aid Princess 
of Wales at Sandringham last Saturday, 
was handed a despatch at Newmarket and 
immediately returned to the Foreign Office, 
while attracting no attention at the time 
believed to have had a direct 
bearing on the question which is now caus 
ing so much agitation in political circles. 
The excuse given out atthe time for Lord 
Roseberry's sudden return waa that he was 
summoned back for a consultation made

to acb; but on our hearlng of the killing of 
thie deer we called a special meoting and 
appolnted a committee to investigate, They 
reported as follows: An animal was seen 
about noon on Wednesday, the 14vh inat., 
neac Oentre Oharch, which was first taken 
for a fox by somo parties who were accom: 
panied by tholr dogs, which took the scent 
and gave chase, golng westward. Other par- 
tiles aboub a mile west heard the dogs aud 
saw (tb wasadeer, It hes then being pureved 
by about elght dogs. They proourad their 
gave and started after them. After going 
about three miles west they overtook them, 
tho dogs having caught the deer and had 
devoured part of one of the hind quarters. 
They drove off the dogs and secured the 
dylng deer. Now as this is nob a door dis- 
trict, dogs are allowed to run at large and 
as 1b would be imposatble for a deer to live 
{n thts locality, there belong no woods 
sufficlently large for thelr protectlon, wo 
cannot see that these parties are much to 
blame, as the deer would only have been 
destroyed by che dogs If they had been let 
alone, We might state, however, that wehave 
the parbles' names and hove communtcated 
the result of the investigation to the game 
wardon at Belleville, Thls, we trust, will 
be a sofficlent answer to your correspond- 
ent.
